ond- As to voucher #871, dated February 20th, 1909, for $125.00_ 
respondent denies that it is indebted to the plaintiff in said sum 
because it alleges that on the fourth day of June, 1909, it de- 
posited in the Pennington Gap Bank, Inc., Pennington Gap, Virginia, 
the sum of $125.00 to the credit of John L. Hughes, which was in 
full payment of the said voucher #871. The correct date of said 
voucher is February 28th, 1909. For this deposit as such payment 
to the said Hughes, the said Bank issued and delivered to him his 
deposit receipt, and a duplicate deposit receipt was given at the 
same time to this respondent, and is herewith filed marked Exhibit 
"A" which is asked to be treated as part of this answer. Res= 
pondent further states that said deposit was made by the issuing 
of its duplicate voucher #871, in lieu of the said original. 

3rd=- Respondent denies the allegation that it is due said de- 
cedent the sum of $17.00 for freight paid by said Hughes alleged 
as "4th" in said bill. 

5th- Respondent alleges that the said indebtedness as a wnole 
subject to the foregoing corrections is also subject to a credit- 
$100.00 paid thereon on March 21st, 1910, which was paid under the 
direction of the said Administrator as per his order herewith 
filed marked Exhibit "B", which was paid on a debt from the said 
Hughes due the Citizens Bank and Trust Co. of Middlesboro, and said 
Company gave to this respondent a receipt for the said $100.00 pay- 
ment, dated the same date aforesaid, and which is filed here marked 
Exhibit "C". 

Respondent says that it is indebted to the said Hughes in the 


sum of $18.60 as of March 19th, 1909, for expenses in attending

Respondent says that subject to the foregoing payments and
